3. (U) On April 4, Ambassador Shapiro met with Minister of 
the Interior Rodriguez Chacin to get acquainted and talk 
about the ministry's role in Venezuelan government. The 
conversation began with a talk about Chacin' s time in the 
United States, where he trained with the marines at 
Quant ico. He said he was happy to have had the chance to 
travel to several parts of the United States during his 
year of study, because he believed that travel to other 
countries was the best way to learn other governments' 
views on geopolitics. 

4 . (U) The Ambassador asked Chacin about his thoughts on 
current political events, and what was in store for the

month of April. Chacin seemed to show little concern, and 
said, "you mean April 19? We'll see." He claimed that the 
opposition was weak and running out of options, having 
tried other ways to oust Chavez and failing. He said they 
had reached their strongest point in February, when a 
handful of active duty military officers spoke out in favor 
of Chavez's resignation. Since then, Chacin believes the 
opposition has been grasping at straws, planning a general 
strike, then backing off when it didn't feel it had the 
popular support necessary to make it work. The Ambassador 
told Chacin that he felt the opposition underestimated the 
government's strength, just as the government 
underestimated the opposition's strength.

5. (U) The Ambassador asked Chacin what role he saw for 
himself and the Interior Ministry, since he has only held 
the office for three months. Chacin responded that he saw 

his personal role as Chavez's advisor when it cante to_ 

choosing battle_s with -the- opposition: He - admitted that in 
the past they have made mistakes: taking on the Catholic 
Church, for example. Chacin felt it was his job to "smooth 
out wrinkles" or let the steam out of the pressure cooker 
when things got too tense. The Ambassador told Chacin that 
the embassy supported a lowering of tensions, and stressed 
that the United States did not want to see the political 
situation turn violent or non-democratic. 



COLOMBIA 



6.(U) The Ambassador asked Chacin about rumors that the 
Venezuelan government was aiding Colombian rebels. Chacin 
responded that the situation in Colombia was very worrisome 
for Venezuela. He explained that in Bolivarian ideology, 
Colombia is not simply a neighboring state, but a "brother 
state" and Venezuela wants peace. He also said that the 
problems Colombia is facing are their own problems, not 
Venezuela's. He said his main concern was protecting 
Venezuela's borders from spillover, to that end, he as been 
working-and he stressed that it has always been with 
Colombia's permission-to resolve the conflict. He said 
that involvement beyond that,' for example, smuggling arms 
to the rebels, was counterproductive because it would not 
lead to peace. Chacin emphasized that he has not in the 
past nor will he ever be involved in that type of aid to 
the rebels, and challenged people who claim otherwise to 
prove it. 
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
